It would seem 
that the San Francisco Transit Com- 
pany is the most popular contender 
for the franchise. The ' Berkeley 
chamber -of commerce and the Oak- 
land City council, who both endorsed 
the plans of the San Francisco Com- 
pany at their meetings on Wednesday 
are the latest organizations to lend 
their approval to that company’s plan 
of constructing the bridge. The en- 
dorsment. of practically every cham- 
ber of commerce and civic body in the 
Isastbay region has been obtained by 
the Transit Company, it is announced 
The San Francisco people are gaining 
support through their claims that 
they will be in a position to commence 
work on the bridge in sixty days af- 
ter the franchise is granted. They 
claim that their plans of financing 
the project are completed and that all 
preliminary engineering has already 
been done. They also claim the ten- 
tative approval of the United States 
War Department. 

At the same time the Rodeo-Vallejc 
Ferry Company and the Dillon Point 
Development Company claim to have 
a better location for the erection of 
the span than that on which the 
Transit Company would build. The 
Ferry Company is working hard on 
its plans at the present time and an- 
nounces the completion of the sur- 
vey for their proposed bridge. They 
also claim ability to finance the pro- 
ject.

The following description of, the 
“Fascisti’ ‘organization in Italy, which 
has become such a powerful factor in 
Italian affairs, was prepared by Et- ] 
tore Patrizi, managing editor of L’Ital- 
fa, local Italian language newspaper 

The “Fascisti” (a derivation of the 
“Fascio,” which mean; wundle, 

stick-together is a party or- 
ganized in Italy during the war, and 
became very active after the end of 
the world conflict. 

They are the real and most genuine 
heroes of the Italian war; those who 
went to the front not because they 
were compelled, but because they 
thought that Italy could not honorr 
ably maintain an opportunistic inter- 
ested, money making neutrality. They 
were opposed at the start by the Ex- 
treme Socialists’. Anarchists and Com- 
munists, who after having most crim- 
inally harassed Italy during the war, 
became daring and dangerous after 
the war was over. 

Taking advantage of the trying 
conditions in which Italy found itself, 
as any other belligerent, after the 
treaty of peace was signed, those ex- 
tremists tried to mutilate the glory 
and the benefits of the great Italian 
victory and did all they could to over- 
throw the present social and political 
institutions of Italy in a desperate 
effort to imitate the Russian Bolshev- 
ism. 

For a while they had the upper 
hand all over the nation and over the 
government itself. They resorted to 
all kinds of the most criminal vio- 
| lences, including bomb throwing, seiz- 
| ure of properties, land and factories.

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* JUSTICE CLARK ON ENFORCEMENT 


tr using the name of Justice Clark of the 
Wnited States Supreme Court to give dignity 


and standing to their position on the Wright 
Act, the California. Grape Protective Asso- 
ciation, the Trades Union Liberty League and 
Thomas’ Lée * Wodlwirte have unirtentionally 
destroyed what standig it had. Knowing the 
Justiee to bean. outspoken wet, who favored 
a médifieation-of the eighteenth amendment 
that would sanetion wine atnd beer, they 
took it for granted that his views would sup- 
port their ‘platform. That platform contains 
the following istatements : 


The wet and dry issue is raised by the 
Wright Act and also by the contest for 
the office of governor, since the governor 
has the power to veto any future act sim- 
liar to the Wright Act should that. be de- 


feated. The Wright law is a dry law just 
like. the initiative prohibition measures 
voted down in.1914, 1916 and 1918. Its 
supporters are attempting to force it on 
the state knowing that the electors have 
' repeatedly expressed their disapproval of 
such:acts. It is.an act that if earried will 
deprive California of wine and beer. All 
who. are. for wine and beer must of ne- 
cessity be against it. 


Justice Clark has made his position clear 


on prohibition. He has also made it clear on . 


the question of enforcement ‘acts, such as the 
Wright Act. In an official opinion, which is 
published, in the reports of the decisions of 
the United States Supreme Court, he lays 
down the following propositions: 

“The eighteenth amendment is a part of 
the constitution of the United States and 
must be given the same respectias other ar- 
ticles. It does not place the responsibility of 
enforcement upon Congress alone, but upon 
Congress and the several states. The reasons 
for making both responsible were substantial. 
A law touching the daily life of the people, 


as this does, requites the support of both 


governments, state and federal. The provision 
for concurrent enforcement expresses the de- 
liberate judgment of the representatives of 
the people in Congress. It cannot be presumed 


that states will not’ pass acts to help enforce ° 


the eighteenth amendment, because. such re- 
fusal would be to DEFY THE REQUIRE- 
MENTS OF THE NATIONAL CONSTITU- 
TION.’’ 

Tested by the official opinion of Justice 
Olarke, these conclusios are indisputable. 

It is not true that the Wright Act is a 
dry Jaw. It is not true that the power of 
the governor to veto or approve an act sim- 
ilar to the Wright raises the wet and dry 
issue in a contest for that office. It is not 
true that the defeat of the Wright Act or 
the veto of future acts similar thereto will 
permit wine and beer or tend in any way to 
restore them. It is true that the passage of 

. the Wright Act is a constitutional require- 
ment and. the veto of ‘it through the refer- 
endum would be, to use Justice Clark’s ex- 
pressive language, ‘‘to defy the requirements 
of the-nutional constitution.’’ 

The appeal to Justice Clarke to get stand- 
ing before the public thus brings to light his 
selear-cut decision that brands their propa- 
jganda as in effect a conspiracy against the 
“eonstitution oS es United States.

The sea-level naked-eye range of visibility 
from Mount Digblo’s height 3849 feet, is 65 
miles, giving a distance of 130 miles and a 
circumference of 408. Within this atea there 
lie in whole or in ‘part twenty-three coun- 
ties, and the 13,275 square miles of. the oircle 
are equal to nearly 9 percent of the total lan 
surface of California. 


Fourteen of the 31 Iarger cities in Cali- 
fornia lie within the range of visibility. These 
cities comprise Alameda, Berkeley, Napa, Oak- 
land, Petaluma, Richmond, Sacramento, San 
Francisco, San. Jose, San Rafael, Santa Cruz, 
Santa Rosa, Stockton ‘and Vallejo.

The redskins called the mountain Kah Woo 
Kom. _The first white men to view it were 
Father Juan Crespi—associate of Father Juni- 
pero Serra, founder of Californig’s missions— 
and Don Pedro Fages, who explored the 
San Francisco bay region, in 1772. The Spanish 
name, El Monte del Diablo, means Devil’s 
Mountain. The origin of the name is told di- 
versely in several legends, oe of which has 
been ‘set down by Bret Harte’s novels, ‘‘A 
First Family of Tassajara,’’ and ‘‘In the 
Carquinez Woods,”’ had their scenes laid in 
the Mount Diablo region.

State Supreme Court: in a southern 
case, filed yesterday. . 

The case at.issue was one in which. 
W. R. Carse of San: Diego,. petitioned 
the State Supreme Court for a writ of 
prohibition to restrain the Superior 
Court of.San. Diego county from pro- 
ceeding te punish: him. for violation of. 
the Federal prohibition law by clos- 
inig his establshment, declared -by 
Federal agents to have been a “pub- 
lic and common nuisance” because. in- 
toxicating Mquor had been kept and 
sold there, it was alleged. 

‘Carse maintained that the.Superior 
Court (had: exceeded its amthority, 
and that only the Federal courts could 
proceed in actions relating to viola- 
tion of the Highteenth Amendment. — 

The State Supreme Court holds oth- 
erwise, and says: 

The action wherein the order was 
issued, whieh applicant is charged 
with having violated, was brought un- 
der the provisiens of an Act of Con- 
gress, commonly known as the “Vol-, 
etead Act.” The object of the action 
was to have if declared that said ap-’ 
plicant was ‘maintaining a “‘puiblic 
and commoan nuisance,” and of having 
such nuisance abated, and of procur- 
ing an injunction. 

“The Volstead Act declares that a 
place where intoxicating liquor is 
manufactured, sold; kept or bartered 
is a “common nuisance.” 

“The Eighteenth Amendment gives 
Congress and the several States pow- 
er to enforce the Volstead Act by ap- 
propriate legislation. 

“We think there is no doubt of the. 
jurisdiction of the Superior Court to 
entertain the action, as the constitu- 
tion of the State gives the Superior 
Court jurisdiction over actions to pre- 
vent or abate a nuisance. 

The Supreme Court further upholds 
the ‘Superior Court’s authority to pass 
on abatement proceedings inasmuch 

as the State constitution clothes the 
Superior Court with jurisdiction in 
cases of equity.
